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PEACE BY RESOLUTION. 


The Knox resolution for separate 
peace 
with 
Germany w as 
steam- 
rolled through the senate under the 
efficient direction 
of 
Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts, who 
has thus again evinced his ability to 
do, when expediency demands it, the 
very thing which he had previously 
declared he would never, never do. 
Mr. Lodge grows more and more acro­ 
batic in his old age. 
It was only a few 
days ago that he performed another 
somersault of the same sort in putting 
through the Colombian Treaty wrhich 
he opposed so violently when it was 
offered by a democratic administra­ 
tion. 
These 
little 
feats of political 
athletics are easy for the Massachus­ 
etts “statesm an/' nor is he unique in 
this respect, for the extreme supple­ 
ness of his convictions is quite char­ 
acteristic of the group of which he is 
the head. 
W hen politics requires it, 
that group can outdo the vaudeville 
contortionists. 
The democrats have kept their rec­ 
ord d ean .
